PLAN FOR CIRCULATING THE 

UMKS OF THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 

The responsibility of ordering and procuring 
the books, and superintending their circulation 
fur a given portion of country, must be assum- 
ed by a Traet Society, a church, a clergyman, 
or one or more individuals ; and in case a state, 
or other considerable portion of country is to be 
supplied, and sufficient means can be raised, 
great benefit will result from employing a 
qualified and efficient Agent to visit the church- 
es aud devote himself to the work. 

For supplying a Township, or Congregation. 

‘The books being obtained, let a sermon or 
public statement be presented, clearly showing 
the importance of religious reading ; the stand- 
ard excellence of the Society’s volumes, and 
the signal blessing of the Holy Spirit that has 
attended their circulation; that different de- 
nominations of evangelical Christians unite in 
issuing them; that they are sold at cost, and 
at the same price in ail parts of the country ; 
that the object of circulating them is solely 
to promote experimental and practical piety ; 
and that an effort will be made immediately to 
give every family within the township, or con- 
gregation, an opportunity to purchase such as 
they desire. 

‘Lhe subject being thus explained, let the 
names of a suflicient number of individuals, 
mate or female, be obtained, to supply each 
a school district, or neighborhood, within a de- 
finite period, say one or two wecks ; and aSu- 
perintendent be appointed to furnish them the 
volumes, receive their returns, and keep the 
accounuls. 

Raise funds, if practicable, sufficient to fur- 
nish a volume, by gift or loan,to each family 
where it would probably be useful, and which 
canuot be supplied on sale. 

Rules for a Volume Distributer. 


See that the books ure so carried and handled 
as not to be soiled. 

Endeaver to induce each family to purchase 
one or more volumes, not as a charity to the So- 
ciety, but for their own spiritual benefit. 

Keep a memorandum of the books sold, the 
monies received, and also of the fumilies who 
are unable or unwilling to purchase, but who 
would probably make a good use of a book. 

Return the books which are not sold, with 
the monies received, and a statement of your 
proceedings, to the Superintendent, on or be. 
fore the time specified. 

Books must not be left with individuals to be 


read until purchased; as they would thus be | 


soiled and rendered unsaleable.

MR. WINSLOW’S FAREWELL LETTER. 
Ship Charles Wharton, Nov. 20, 1835. 
| O THE FRIENDS OF MISSIONS IN AMERICA. 


Beloved Brethren—lan leaving my _ naiive 
land, a second time, fora mission among the 
heathen, it may be proper for me to express my 
feelings ina few words. In regard tothe work 
abroad, if my views are somewhut chastened, 
by the experience of fifieen years, it has lost 
nothing, but gained greatly in ny estimation of 
its vast, its unspeakable importance. It has 
trials connected with it which none can know 
but one acquainted with the heart of a solitary 
missionary, cut off from many of the privileges 
of refined social and Christian intercourse, di- 
vorced from parents, brothers, sisters, and 
home; and separated from the great congrega- 

‘tion, and the church of God. ‘Tie missionary 
may be in perils by land, and in perils by sea ; 
he may be calied to endure hardness in “hua. 
'gerings often, in fastings often, in cold and 
| nakedness ;” but, in general, his trials wil! be 
/more those of the mind, affecied, perhaps, by a 
diseased body, and connected with its works, its 
diificulties and discouragements. ‘To eucoun- 
ter these, he needs much faith in God. But 
whatever there may be of trial in this under- 
taking, it should be considered a privilege, in 
this way, or in any way, to be conformed to 
Christ, though it be in “being made conforma- 
ble to his death.” All that is needed, is, for 
the missionary to have an utwavering convic- 
tion of duty, and to feel that Christianity is a 
rock, and that his feet are on it. Surrounded 
by all the enjoyments of life, men may be at 
ease, without this conviction ; but as only clear, 
and impressive, and appropriating views of 
spiritual things can prevent one, in the hour of 
death, from sinking in deep waters where there 
is no standing ; so in the case of a missionary, 
who has renounced what most constitutes the 
happiness of the world, he fecls that all is gone, 
ifthe religion of Christ be not arezlity. He 
knows something of the meaning of the apostle, 
when he said, “if i. this life only we have 
hope, we are of all incn most miserable.” But 
itis a reality, and the missionary who goes with 
a right spirit, has a special claim’ on the promi- 
ses of God; for when the Saviour gave the 
, command, “Go ye into all the world,” he ad- 
‘ded, “Lo, | am with you always.” ‘This prom. 
‘ise is appropriate to the missionary in a manner 
more direct than to any other Christian. He 
feels it, and delights to look to the Saviour as 
Immanuel, God with us. He has many pecu-

But there is a power which can 
move it, and beneath its sluggish and pestifer- 
ous wave active elements are at work, which 
are begiuning to make it boil and heave, and 
will yet purify at by a pervading motion. ‘The 
promise is sure; and trusting ia this, while act- 
ing under the plain command of our Master 
and Lord, and feeling his constraining love, we 
may safely go forward. This is needed, and 
ihat ail should act more on principle, and de- 
pend less on excilement, derived from any par- 
tialsuce.ss. We are todo our duty, walk by 
faith, and trust the Lord in darkness as well as 
in light. If this were the case, if the primitive 
spirit pervaded the church, if every man, wo- 
man and child were a missionary, and felt that 
the very busixess of Christians is to propagate 
their religion, it would exteud.

Un the pari of God all things are now ready, 
aud He seenis to say what could I have done to 
my vineyard that l have not done to it? Oh, 
that the church felt its responsibility for dying 
svuls. Oh, that it felt that, according to his 
wise plan, God cannot convert the world, but 
by the instrumentality of his people—that the 
Lord Jesus having purchased, by his own blood 
the heathen for his inheritance, and the utter- 
most parts of the earth for a possession, has 
given it in special charge to his people to claim 
and possess for Him, this dear bought inherit.

bring a revolted world into subjection to Him. 
How would angels delight to be thus employ. 
ed. But they cannot suffer for Christ; you 
can. You have the privilege, and must suffer 
with him here, if you would reign with him 
hereafter. No cross—no crown, 

There are some things which weigh Leavily 
on my spirits, as I turn away from my ever 
dear native land, ufler a refreshing, and in 
many respects cheertng visit of more than a 
year and a half, in which f have not only re- 
ceived every kindness for which to be grateful 
—kindness which has affected my very soul— 
but in which I have learned to prize more high. 
ly the blessings and privileges of this favored 
country, by comparisons with that to which 1 
am again returning. I had almost forgotten 
how truly it is “every where as the garden of 
the Lord,” and in how many respects mission- 
aries are exiles. ‘To go forth again is a sec- 
ond martyrdom of the spirit—a second exile— 
especially as [ leave behind me three beloved 
children with little or no expectation of soeing 
any of them again. But it is not on this ac- 
count principally that [ feel oppressed. It is 
because there is so little piety in the church at 
home, and Missionaries abroad, as to excite the 
fear of going forth in vain. On this point I 
must be allowed to pour out my soul. Leaving 
the case of missionaries, who “can hardly be 
expected to rise above the standard of those 
whom they represent, I must be allowed to say 
that, while I have seen much in the American 
churches most refreshing to my weary soul, 
the fair visions which passed before me in a 
distant land, have not been fully realized. The 
church has made progress in benevolent oper. 
ations, but I fear not in deep, fervent, humble

the house of his friends—for the love of imraor- 
tal souls, sinking into hell—from hatred to all 
that grieves the blessed Spirit, who seems driv- 
en from your churches, by your speculations 
and strifes—from hatred to the great adversa- 
ry, who is strengthened by your disunion and 
weakness, cease to contend with each other 
for victory—for the prevalence of party, or 
denomination, or for any minor points not es- 
sential to salvation; and while contending for 
the faith, contend who shall embrace it most 
fully, extend it the most widely—receive most 
of its humbling, transforming influence—be 
lowest in his own estimation, and most willing 
to suffer the loss of all things for Christ and his 
brethren.

THE FIRE IN NEW YORK. 


Our city has met with a calamity which must cause 
more distress than any similar event that ever occur- 
red on this continent. There has never been hut ono 
instaneo where «a greater number of houses were burn- 
ed in this country ; and that was the fire of Sept. 21, 
1766, by which one thousand houses were destroyed : 
but the loss of property was not equal to one.tenth, 
to speak within bounds, of the present loss. The 
number of houses now destroyed is said to be six 
hundred and seventy-four ; but there was scarcely one 
less thana two story,and most of them were from 
four to six stories high; and almost every one of 
them, too, was occupied by several merchants. Per- 
haps a fire could not have occurred in any district of 
the city where more property was concentrated. The 
loss is variously estimimated, from ten to thirty millions 
of dollars. 

The fire commenced on Wednesday evening, about 
a quarter before nine o'clock, in the store of Messrs. 
Comstock and Andrews, in Merchat street; and, in 
the course of twenty minutes, not only the building 
in which it commenced, but the whole block, on both 
sides of the street, to Pearl, was ina blaze. The wind 
was very high when the fire commenced, and the 
weather intensely cold—below zero, all night. The 
hydrants were almost instantly so frozen as to become 
uselcw, and all efforts of our firemen and other citi- 
zens to arrest the progress of the flames soon becainc 
utterly unavailing. it was an awful night for New- 
York, and for the country. But we can neither de- 
scribe the grandeur of the spectacle, nor its terrors, nor 
the desolation brought more distinctly to the view by 
the morning light. The arm of man was powerless ; 
end many of our fellow-citizens who retired to their 
pillows in affluence, were bankrupts on awaking.

tude of the calamity, by the following statement, pre.

around the ruins for the purpose of a deliberate survey.
